PEORIA, IIL, 
late yesterday gave out an interview 
in which he, for the first time, public- 
ly names the men who, he says, dyna- 
mited the safe of the Peoria Board of 


Education. Tate says Newton C. Dough- 
erty, the former president of the board, 
now in the Penitentiary at Joliet, 
planned the “job” in his cell in the 
State prison. 

Dougherty, Tate says, wanted certain 
forged papers in the safe destroyed, and 
employed two “cracksmen”’ to do the 
work with the hope that evidences of 
some of his (Dougherty’s) offenses 
would be covered up. S=te refused, he 
Says, to have anything to do with the 
affair because his wife had threatened 
to quit him if he got into any more 
trouble. 

Men Are in Chicago. 

The men he names are ‘“‘Eddie”’ Fay 
and Patsy Flaherty, who, he says, are 
now in Chicago. Tate was before the 
grand jury yesterday, and it was just 
after he had testified that he gave out 
the interview, which follows:

CONVICTED MURDERER !S 
GRANTED A FULL PARDON 


Toku K. Aiken, Who Lived in Ar- 
kansas and Who Surrendered to 
Texas Authorities, Is Freed. 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 

AUSTIN, Tex., June I13.—John MK. 
Aiken, who has lived for more than a 
quarter of a century near Hot Springs, 
Ark., today was granted a full pardon 
by Gov. Campbell for a murder commit- 
ted in Texas 35 years ago. 

Aiken was 18 years old when he fired 
into a passenger train near Gauze, 
Tex., killing a man named J. R. Sco- 
bee. He was feonvicted and sentenced 
to life imprisonment. He escaped after 
serving 18 months. He went to the 
home of relatives near Hot Springs, 
Ark. He married and raised a number 
of children. 

All this time, he says, his conscience 
troubled him, and of late years his 
health has been badly shattered, so he 
decided to obtain peace of mind by vol- 
untarily surrendering to Gov. Camp- 
bell, which he did a week ago. Friends 
rallied to his aid and a petition for his 
pardon was submitted to the Governor. 
This petition was favorably acted upon 
today. He has returned home,

Our rule over india sprang from the 
pepper box. Three hundred years ago 
the Dutch held the monopoly of ail trade 
to Asia and India.

than any other one individual influence 
in this State. It was through her per- 
sonal efforts that the ‘‘flag bill,” pro- 
hibiting the desecration of the Ameri- 
can flag by being used for advertising 
purposes, and also providing for the 
annual celebration of “Flag Day,” 
Was passed two years ago by the Mis- 
sourl Legislature. Miss Dalton went 
to Jefferson City in the interests of 
this measure, and saw every member of 
the Legislature, urging them to vote 
for the bill. 

Miss Dalton was a member of Jef- 
ferson Chapter, Daughters of the Amer- 
ican Revolution, and this chapter, with 
all other local chapters of the order, 
will be represented at the funeral. 
The local TL. A. R. floral offering will 
consist of a stand of flowers made to 
represent the American flag. The for- 
mer associates of Miss Dalton on the 
Republic staff will also send a floral 
offering. 

Authority on History. 

The funeral will take place at 10 
o’clock Friday morning from the Cab- 
anne Methodist Church, corner of Bari- 
mer and Goodfellow avenues, and the 
‘body will be taken to Wentzville, Mo., 
where Miss Dalton was born, for burial 
in the family burial lot. 

Following her appointment as libra- 
rian of the Missouri Historical Society, 
Miss Dalton became internationally 
known as the leading Missouri authority 
upon matters relating to the early Span- 
ish and French settlement of St. Louis 
and the surrounding country. She made 
deep persenal researches into the sub- 
ject and was in almost centinual cor- 
respondence with persons in various 
parts of the werld, furnishing desire 
information. 

Some time ago she made a special visit 
to New Orleans for the purpose of ex- 
amining many old historical documents 
preserved in that city, and the latest 
number of the Missouri Historical So- 
ciety’s Journal, issued but a short time 
before her death, contains a most val 
uable article from her pen, covering the 
histery of certain of the old French 
families of St. Louils. 


Stood High in College. 

Miss Dalton was born at Wentzville, 
St Charles County, Mo., April 1, 1869. 
She was the only daughter of Dr. W. R. 
I. Dalton, now ef Seattle, Wash., and 
of Mrs. H. U. Dalton of Wentzville, 
educated in the public schools of Wentz- 
ville and graduated from Lindenwoo1 
College, St. Charles, winning the. junior 
scholarship prize of $260. She then went 
to New York, where, after studying 
stenography, she took a position with a 
law firm. Later she came to St. Louis. 
Miss Dalton was a sister of W. R. Dai- 
ton, an attorney of Wentzville; a niece 
of Dr. Henry C. Dalton and Mr. H. H. 
Dalton of St. Louis, also of former State 
Senator Charles J. Walker of Wentz- 
ville, Mrs. Kate Smith of Tacoma, 
Wash., and Mrs. Mary L. Broadnax of 
New York. Her uncle, Dr. H. C. Dalton 
of St. Louls, who was in Atlantic City, 
has been telegraphed for and will ar- 
rive in St. Louis Thursday evening.

Delmar, at 11:30 p. m., and being ca- 
ressed by Caesar Cono of 4901 Delmar

boulevard, he immediately pounced on 


Cono and beat him to within an inch 
of his life. 

The victim is at the City Hospital 
suffering from many bruises on the 
head. Surra is held at the Newstead 
Avenue Police Station and Miss Bor- 
netti also occupies a cell there. 

Her brother, Carno Bornetti, and a 
friend, Louis Carato, both of whom 
witnessed the whipping, but did not 
take part, are held tor the Prosecuting 
Attorney. 

Used Only His Fists. 

Surra says he used only his fists to 
inflict the injuries which’ the police and 
physicians thought resulted from a knife 
or a club being used.

“Cono was trying to kiss her, but she 
wouldn’t let. him,”’ Surra said. 

Cono had called for Miss Bornetti at 
her home on Shaw evenue and they 
went to the home of a friend for a visit 
and also to an amusement resort. She 
arrived in St. Louis from Italy only two 
months ago and since then Surra wooed 
and won her. She is eager to learn ail 
ghe can about American people and their 
Ways and that was why she consented 
to go out with Cono Wednesday, she 
says. 

Her escort ‘was bold enough to take 
her to call on Surra, and then started 
to take her home.

The decision, which came from the 
Judge of the Birmingham County Court, 
was the result of a mishap to a certain 
Mr. Hadwell of that city.

In deciding 
against the complainant the learned 
Judge held that the hen was entitled 
to cross the road, and as it was not 
shown that there was any malice in- 
volved in upsetting the wheel her ewner 
could not be held responsible for dam- 
ages.

The Board of Managers probably will 
finish the hearing of testimony today 
and will adjourn. No one can foretell 
what the decision of the board will be. 
Tt is known that two of the five mem- 
bers of the beard are the personal 
friends of Dr. Woodson. The three other 
members have worked hard to dig up 
all the evidence they could, and they 
have caucused together many times. 

The great majority of people here 
think the board will find that the 
charges against Dr. Woodson have not 
been proven; that this will be the de- 
cision made public, and that the board 
will privately tell Dr. Woodson to re- 
sign as quick!y as h* conveniently can. 

A member of the board said Thurs- 
day morning that he would not be cur- 
prised if the board should not make 
its decision now, but would. adjourn 
and take the matter under advisement. 
He said, too; that he would not be 
surprised if the board found that the 
charges against Dr. Woodson had not 
been proven, but that the inquiry nad 
shown such a condition that for the 
good of the service Dr. Woodson would 
betier resign. 

Nurses Threaten to Quit. 

li Dr. Woodson is wholly exonerated 
and retained as superintendent for the 
remainder of his term, which is nearly 
three years, many of the nurses and 
several assistant physicians will resign. 
Some of them have given testimony 
against Dr. Woodson. 

The board wag in session Wednesday 
night till midnight. One of the most 
important witnesses was Mrs. Charles 
Sullivan, who was for 14 years a nurse 
at the hospital. She testified that 
she passed the door of a certain nurse 
who was ill, she looked in and saw Pr. 

-, Woodsen leaning over her with his 
face close to hers, as if he was kissing 
her, and that he secmed greatly em- 
barrassed when he saw he was discov- 
ered. Mrs. Sullivan is the respected 
wife of an insurance agent of high 
standing here and she gave her testi- 
mony reluctantly.

She testified that while 
she was a  =irse at the hospital every 
one of the 8 women nurses knew of 
the alleged intimacy between Dr. Wood- 
son and the nurse and they talked free- 
ly about it among themselves. It was

This statement he read the 
oard of Managers, which is investigat- 
nz charges of immorality. 

Witnesses had charged that Dr. Wood- 
son made frequent rounds of the wards 
so as to be in the company with a cer- 
tain nurse. Dr. Woodson says that he 
made a round of the entire hospital ev- 
ery day. About meeting with the 
nurse, he says:

met her and we afterward went into 
ward 13, at the south end, where in 
summer there is nearly always a good 
breeze, where I rest for a few 
minutes and cool off. I frequently stand 
at the windows and watch the bed- 
making. It is also a good place to watch 
the patients go in and out. 

“T have stood there hundreds of times. 
I have often met the nurse there, as 
I have met other nurses in their wards. 
I frequently sit and rest with an at- 
tendant and talk over matters. It is 
important that every department of this 
institution be inspected. I give more 
attention to the condition of beds, the 
etmosphere and general condition than 
anyone on the place. The sanitary con- 
dition is such that in 16 years we have 
not had case of typhoid or other 
epidemic. 

Dr. Woodson teld in detail of his af- 
ternoon rounds and says: “I am in my 
own apartments with my wife and 
daughter nine times out of ten by 
5:30 er 5:40 in the evening. Notwith- 
Standing I have made these regular 
rounds for long a time, I make 
bold the assertion that no one has ever 
seen a single irregularity or undue fa- 
miliarity with anyone.”’ 

About the testimony of Miss Katherine 
Boyle Dr. Woodson says that the rea- 
son he did not discharge her long ago 
was regard he had for. her father 
and his family. The assistant physicians 
reported to him that she was neglecting 
patients and that she was rigid with 
them. 

Dr. \woodson has a cousin, who is an 
insane patient in the hospital. 

The doctor says he caught Miss Boyle 
abusing this cousin. 

“I talked to Miss Boyle very plainly,” 
he says. ‘‘I told her I wanted her to be 
kind, to be gentle to patients: that | 
wanted everybody treated well.” 

Dr. Woodson alleges that Miss Boyle 
choked patients, and says she crammed 
a towel in a patient’s mouth to prevent 
her screaming. 

Miss Boyle has accused Dr. Woodson 
of making improper proposals to her 
and of giving her whisky. Dr. Woodson 
admits he gave her whisky once. He 
says he found her chilly in her ward 
one day and he advised her to take a 
stimulant. He took a half teacupful of 
whisky, and, refusing to allow her to 
Gilute it, he held her hands, forced the 
cup to her mouth and made her drink it, 
he says. : 

Denies Miss Boyle's Charges, 

Dr. Woodson denies that he ever made 
iritecent proposals to her. 

“Miss Boyle's mother has a good 
farm. She hag relatives in good finan- 
clal condition and I believe they would 
have helped her and gladly done go 
rather than have her retain a position 
if one-tenth part of what she has said 
took place really did happen,” said Dr. 
Woodson. 

“She acknowledged that she assoc!- 
ated with the nurse she says was im- 
moral; that she visited her room, went 
West with her, occupied the same bed 
in hotels, and took mer as a guest to 
the daughter of her sister in Pueblo.

During his 
period of captivity that started at 11:30 
p. m. and ended at 5 a. m. Hammes 
was clad only in his pajamas.

For half a dozen 
years he has been an intimate associate 
o1 Augustus C. Erker, Josepn Forshaw, 
Archie Keyes, Oscar Pim, J. McGeorge, 
Elmer Peper, Jack Morrisey and Harry 
Nichols. J or reason, Hammes, 
who is now away on his wedding trip, 
did not take his friends into his con- 
fidence. Tney learned last Saturday 
that he was to be married Wednesday. 
While the club not intended as a 
bachelor organization, yet there was a 
sert of an unwritten law that no mem- 
ber should get married without the con- 
sent of the others, and that failure to 
inake known his intentions would result 
in severe chastisement. 

The members of tne crowd, with the 
exception of Peper and Morrisey, who 
were out of the city, arranged with Mrs 
Hammes to get the key to William's 
room after he fell asleep Saturday 
night. At 11:30 they were notified that 
Williams was snoring. 

Blindfold assim, Too, 

They tiptoed their way up the stairs, 
quietly inserted the key in the lock 
and slipped into the room. A handKer- 
chief was bound around Hammes’ eyes 
before the light was turned on . His 
hands were then tied behind his back 
and his feet securely bound. 

He was carried down the steps on 
the shoulders of tne athletes, yelling 
at the top of his voice. He was dumped 
like a log into the wagon, and. the 
driver was given a signal to start. His 
capters had not spoken a- word, hav- 
ing given the driver instructions what 
to say. 

The driver cracked his whip and the 
horses started at a gallop through the 
streets, Hammes bouncing up and 
down on the floor of the wagon like a 
rubber ball. Every time the wagon 
would strike the street car tracks 
liammes would be threwn.almost out. 

At times On the wild ride it was neces- 
sary to stuff a handkerchief in Hammes’ 
mouth, as his appeals for help were g9 
constant and vociferous that the entire 
party was afraid a policeman would ar- 
rest them. He was taken first to the 
Delmonico Club at Manchester avenue 
and King’s highway. Here Hammes 
was taken from the wagon and con- 
ducted into the clubrooms and tanta- 
lized by being permitted to smell, but 
not taste, several varieties of drinks. 

Stood on a Table. 

Ife was stood on a table in the cen- 
ter of the room and ordered to make 
a speech on matrimony and to inciden- 
tally explain why he was trying to get 
married secretly. While the members 
of the party were doing a war dance 
around the table, shouting and singing, 
a noliceman came in and threatened to 
for noise-making and ex- 
in his pajamas.

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Keefe to the City 
Hospital. 


John Keefe has been a patient in the 
City Hospital since the winter of 1899. 
He went to the institution when it was 
housed temporary building at 
and Chestnut streets and 


when the patients were transferred to

the new building. about a year ago, he 
went along. During all this time he has 
seldom been outside the hospital walls, 
never going as far away as Broadway. 

Keefe went to the hospital suffering 
with frost-bitten fingers. His fingers 
were well within two weeks, but he re- 
mained as a public charge. He stayel 
so long that he actually forgot why he 
went to the Hospital. 

Administrations came and went and 
succeeding generations of young physl- 
cians appeared and disappeared, but 
“Old John” stayed. Eight years, three 
months and 28 days he stayed in the 
hospital for his frost-bitten fingers. 

Wednesday, had he been asked, he 
would have said the hospital was his 
home. Today he is homeless, for, with- 
out warning and brusquely, he was 
thrust out. 


Astonished at Discharge. 

“Patient well enough to go out, $0 
therefore discharged,”’ is the concluding 
line of the eight-year-long history which 
City Hospital physicians have written 
about him. Astonished and unbelieving, 
the old man donned the garments which 
were provided for him (those he were 
when he entered the hospital were long 
ago worn out) and as he dressed for the 
unfamiliar outside werld, he faltered 
more than once, hoping that {t was all 
a mistake—that after all he would net 
have to go, 

Keefe was 46 years old when he en- 
tered the old hospital on Seventeenth 
street. He is now 5. He has grown 
gray and bent in the hospital corridors. 
It was a Tuesday morning, Feb. 14, 1899, 
when he went to the Central Dispensary 
to have his fingers treated. To the phy- 
sician in charge he said that he was a 
laborer and single. He roomed, he said, 
et 4099 North Levee and had been work- 
ing at Creve Coeur Lake, cutting ice 
It was there that his fingers were 
frostbitten. { 

He explained that he was without 
means and hardly able to care for him- 
self, although the affliction was but 
slight, and the physician sent him to 
the hospital. In the month that fol- 
lowed the record describes the treatment 
applied and the speed of his recovery. 

March 15, 1899—‘‘Patient doing well— 
fingers practically entirely healed,” Is 
the last record that has to do with 
treatment he received. This is followed 
under the date of March % with the 
ene word “Recovered.” Still he stayed. 

Had Many “Detalis.” 

After that date the entries were made 
upon dates far apart. It is evident that 
he was allowed to stay and that he was 
detailed to help about the place. “Works 
in kitchen” is one that appears Aug. 31, 
1899. Others that follow merely tell his 
location. “In C #,"" “In laundry,” 
“Works in dining room,” “In X-rays 
room” on the record tell his various oc- 
cupations. Patients who work are called 
“details’’ or “walkers, meaning those 


able to walk. Details receive no remun- 
eration of any sort for their work. 
That Keefe finally became the butt 
of jovial spirits and that his continued 
stay began to be looked upon as a joke, 
the record shows. The first indication 
of this appears Jan. 15, 1900, nearly a 
year after he had been admitted. * 
covered,”’ it says.

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CHILD LABOR. 

President Roosevelt could not 
upon any subject more important 
cans people than that of the evils 
in factories, which he discussed in his Jamestown 
speech. The subject does not yield in importance 
to any question, national or international, which 
may occupy public attention. Children must be 
guarded against abuse, if the nation is to grow in 
greatness and prosperity. ‘Tue President is right 
in saying that the factory is a poor place for the 
child, and a. poor place for a woman. If the phys- 
ical and mental health of the children is not 
looked after, the decline of the Republic is a cer- 
tainty.

The fact that the City Counselor can find no 
specific authority in the City Charter for the public 
use of the municipal-electric railroad is not sur- 
prising or discouraging. 

There was no specific authority in the City 
Charter for building the line. Still, the unques- 
tionable opject of the charter as a whole is to en- 
able the city to do just such work for 
necessity and public 
in building it. 

In the City Charter, supported by and support- 
ing the laws and Constitution of the State, there 
is authority enough for the city to own and op- 
erate évery one of its own public utilities. it 
does its system of water supply. 

It is not a question now of doing so, nor is the 
use of the municipal railway a precedent for do- 
ing so. Further precedents are not needed. Per- 
haps general “municipal ownership” will never 
be needed. It is to be hoped it will not. Tho 
present hope is that public utility corporations 
acting as the city’s agents, will give the public 
full and convenient service, so that there will be 
occasion for the municipality to use its reserve 
forces and do what would then become its im- 
perative duty. 

Without regard to any other question of “mu- 
nicipal ownership,” the city already owns and 
operates this line. It does not operate it, how- 
ever, on a business basis for public revenue and 
public use. The plain purpose of the city charter 
is that all city business should be carried on. on 
the business basis, for public use and revenue, co 
the full extent of the public demana. 
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The President’s heart is al] right, 
whatever may be under his coat tails.

FAIR DEAL TO THE | 
PITCHERS SUGGESTED 


Addie Joss, the Cleveland pitcher, is 
out with a new suggestion as to how to 
get at the true worth of a pitcher. 

“I think I have worked out a system,” 
says Joss, ‘“‘whereby a pitcher’s worth 
to a team may be ascertained more cor- 
rectly than heretofore. Many a pitcher 
finishes the season with a poor average 
who is just as good as some other man 
who may have a much better winning 
aversre., 

“One vitally important item to be

Lieutenant Who Committed Sui- 
cide in Disgrace Did Not Have 
the Courage to Explain. 





Special to the Post-Dispatch. 

SAN ANTONKO, Tex., June 13.—It now 
seems certain that Lieut. Mack Richard- 
son, who killed himself at Fort Sam 
Houston a little less than a month after 
the date set for his marriage with Miss 
Anna Kelly of Brownsville, and who was 
buried yesterday, Was very much in 
love with the young woman, and that 
his failure to appear at the altar to keep 
his engagement with her was due to 
an insurmountable barrier. This is what 
he meant in the note found near his 


| body, in which he said that his suicide 
‘had been “‘inevitable since «wovember.”’ 


Richardson seems to have lacked the 
courage or the good judgment to ex- 
plain matters to his fiancee’s father, and 
this failure to follow a frank and honor- 
able course lost him the esteem of his 
brother officers and his commission in 
the army, for he was forced to resign 
by the threat that he would be court- 
martialed if he did not voluntarily leave 
the army. 


Reserved and Moody. 


All the officers at the post noticed a 
change in his conduct and manner after 
November. He became reserved and 
moody and retired almost completely 
within himself. He spent a great deal 
of his time at the San Antonio Club, 
of which he was a member. 

With characteristic desire to keep 
army skeletons well within the closet, 
the officers at the post are talking about 
Richardson as little as possible. 

When Richardson was found uncon- 
scious in his room by the boy who car- 
ried his breakfast to him, a note was 
also found. In this note he said: ‘‘This 
has been inevitabie since last Novem- 
ber.’’

\ partment apprising him that his resig- 


nation had been accepted. He was then 
in his room, supposably ill. When the 
letter was handed to him he glanced at 
it and turned pale as death. No one 
knows what he did during the next 24 
hours before he was found unconscious 
from the poison. 

Richardson was not Very” popular 
among the officers at the post. This un- 
popularity does not seem to have been 
due to the fact that he entered the army 
from civil life but rather to his tem- 
perament and disposition. He drank lit- 
tle, but a good many stories are told 
of his conduct in other respects.

William Kelly, president of a. bank at 
Brownsville, and one of the leading cit- 
izens of that section. She is a charm- 
ing young woman.
